A Stop engine and let cool.

A Disconnect the battery cables from
the truck battery.

1 Top Door Prop

2 White End Panel

3 Lower Cross Bracket
4 Inductor

Ensure the top door prop is bolted in place.
This is used to support the inverter.

Remove all screws on the white end panel.
Fold panel down.

Remove two screws on each end of the low-
er cross bracket. Remove and discard
bracket.

Install new cross bracket with cutout. Make
sure there is at least 0.1 in. (2.5 mm) clear-
ance between the inductor and the bracket.
Straighten bracket if twisted.

Reinstall end panel.
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
